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Preliminary  estimates  for  poultry  meat  and  egg  production  in  the 
world's  major  producing  and/or  consuming  nations  indicate  further 
increases  in  production  but  at  a  slower  rate  than  in  previous  years. 
Rising  feed  costs  brought  on  by  smaller  feed  crops  in  the  United 
States  and  USSR,  plus  weakness  in  the  economies  of  several  nations, 
tended  to  restrict  world  production  in  1980  and  will  likely  hold  back 
growth  this  year. 

Overall,  poultry  meat  output  in  the  38-country  forecast  is  expected  to 
expand  about  4  percent  in  1981,  down  from  a  5  percent  expansion  in 
1980.    Broiler  and  turkey  production  may  increase  around  5  and  A 
percent,  respectively. 

The  United  States,  the  European  Community,  Japan,  Brazil,  and  Spain 
are  expected  to  account  for  about  three-fourth's  of  the  world's 
broiler  production.    The  United  States  alone  will  produce  about  36 
percent  of  this  output.    Turkey  production  is  even  more  concentrated, 
with  55  percent  in  the  United  States  and  30  percent  in  the  EC. 

World  trade  in  poultry  meat  continues  to  be  mainly  in  broilers  and 
turkeys  with  the  EC,  the  United  States,  Hungary,  and  Brazil  dominating 
exports.    Of  the  1,380,000  metric  tons  of  poultry  meat  exported  in 
1980,  47  percent  was  from  the  EC,  25  percent  from  the  United  States,  9 
percent  from  Hungary,  and  10  percent  from  Brazil.    The  United  States 
can  expect  more  competition  in  international  trade  this  year.  The 
dramatic  rise  of  Brazil's  broiler  production  in  recent  years 


Yearly  increases  or  decreases  mentioned  in  the  narrative  of  this 
circular  are  computed  over  those  of  the  previous  year  unless  otherwise 
indicated.    Poultry  meat  production  and  trade  are  in  terms  of 
ready-to-cook  weight  unless  otherwise  indicated. 
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and  its  emergence  as  a  major  broiler  exporter,  plus  the  EC's 
application  of  poultry  meat  subsidies  to  cover  all  destinations  except 
the  United  States,  point  to  increased  competition  in  the  world  poultry 
markets. 

Egg  production  in  1981  for  these  38  countries  is  forecast  at  around 
345  billion  eggs,  about  2  percent  more  than  in  1980.  Expected 
declines  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  should  be  more  than  offset  by 
gains  in  several  other  countries.    Egg  output  may  be  up  sharply  in 
Czechoslovakia,  the  Netherlands,  Spain,  Romania,  Mexico,  and  Brazil. 
The  United  States,  the  EC,  and  the  Soviet  Union  each  produced  about  20 
percent  of  the  total  in  1980  and  will  approximate  these  levels  this 
year. 


United  States.    Broiler  production  was  up  2  percent  in  1980  and  is 
expected  to  rise  about  A  percent  in  1981.    Despite  larger  output, 
prices  during  the  year  are  likely  to  average  above  1980  levels  because 
of  sharp  price  increases  for  red  meats.    Declines  in  production  of 
beef  and  pork  are  expected  to  put  upward  pressure  on  meat  prices  in 
1981,  particularly  during  the  second  half  of  the  year  when  a  stronger 
U.S.  economy  may  help  boost  consumer  demand. 

Turkey  meat  production  gained  6  percent  in  1980  and  is  expected  to 
increase  about  4  percent  in  1981.    Prices  may  average  higher  this 
year;  however,  with  increasing  feed  costs,  higher  turkey  prices  may 
not  be  enough  to  provide  profits  for  producers. 

U.S.  egg  production  in  1980  was  slightly  above  the  1979  level. 
However,  production  may  decrease  in  1981  as  producers  continue  to 
reduce  flock  size  in  response  to  a  price-cost  squeeze  in  1980.  Egg 
prices  will  likely  average  higher  in  1981,  but  possibly  not  enough  to 
offset  increasing  feed  and  other  production  costs. 

Poultry  meat  exports  continued  to  rise  and  totaled  340,000  tons  for 
1980,  a  gain  of  around  50  percent  from  1979.    While  exports  of  eggs 
and  egg  products  increased  48  percent  in  1980,  projections  for  1981 
show  exports  at  about  the  same  levels  as  this  past  year.    Imports  of 
poultry  meat  and  eggs  are  expected  to  continue  at  a  low  level. 


European  Community.  Preliminary  estimates  indicate  the  EC  production 
of  poultry  meat  increased  4.2  percent  in  1980,  with  a  further  rise  of 
around  2.5  percent  expected  in  1981.  Egg  production  rose  less  than  1 
percent  last  year,  but  this  year's  gain  may  be  1  to  2  percent. 
France,  the  largest  EC  producer  of  poultry  meat  and  eggs,  is  expected 
to  increase  its  output  of  these  products  by  around  4  and  2  percent, 
respectively,  in  1981. 

The  EC  is  the  world's  largest  exporter  of  poultry  meat  and  eggs.  In 
1981,  EC  exports  (including  intra-Community  trade)  of  poultry  meat  and 
eggs  are  expected  to  account  for  46  and  72  percent,  respectively,  of 
world  trade  in  these  products.    Exports  are  predicted  to  increase  this 
year,  with  poultry  meat  rising  5  to  6  percent,  and  eggs,  about  7  to  8 
percent. 
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EC  exports  of  these  products  to  third  countries  move  with  the 
assistance  of  substantial  export  subsidies.    Beginning  in  January 
1980,  the  application  of  poultry  meat  subsidies  was  expanded  to  cover 
all  poultry  and  poultry  parts  to  all  destinations  except  the  United 
States.    Helped  by  these  subsidies,  EC  exports  of  poultry  meat  to 
third  countries  are  estimated  to  have  increased  17  percent  last  year 
to  almost  318,000  tons.    A  further  10  percent  increase  to  349,000  tons 
is  predicted  for  1981  and  will  mark  the  first  time  that  EC  exports  of 
poultry  meat  to  third  countries  will  exceed  intra-Community  trade  in 
these  products.    Internal  EC  trade  in  poultry  meat  is  forecast  to 
increase  slightly  to  330,000  tons  in  1981. 

The  largest  and  fastest  growing  market  for  EC  poultry  meat,  primarily 
whole  chickens,  is  the  Middle  East,  with  substantial  amounts  also 
going  to  the  USSR.    The  major  Middle  Eastern  countries  importing  EC 
poultry  meat  are  Saudi  Arabia,  North  Yemen,  and  the  United  Arab 
Emirates.    France  is  the  major  EC  supplier  to  these  areas,  making  it 
the  leading  Member  State  in  poultry  meat  exports  to  third  countries. 
French  exports  to  non-EC  destinations  increased  from  152,600  tons  in 
1979  to  over  200,000  tons  last  year—a  31  percent  increase.    In  1981, 
French  poultry  meat  exports,  primarily  broilers,  are  forecast  to 
increase  another  12  percent  to  about  223,500  tons. 

EC  consumption  of  poultry  meat  is  expected  to  increase  another  2 
percent  or  so  in  1981  to  around  3.6  million  tons. 


Canada.    Total  poultry  disappearance  in  Canada  during  1980  is  expected 
to  have  fallen  at  least  2  percent,  mostly  as  a  result  of  strong 
competition  from  low  pork  prices  in  the  first  half  of  the  year. 
Domestic  consumption  is  expected  to  improve  slightly  in  1981, 
particularly  if  reduced  competition  from  pork  materializes. 

Chicken  and  turkey  supplies  exceeded  demand  throughout  1980  as  a 
result  of  the  rapid  expansion  of  supplies  that  occurred  in  the 
previous  year.    However,  the  turkey  situation  was  expected  to  improve 
somewhat  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  1980,  when  consumption  is  normally 
highest. 

Shell  egg  production  is  estimted  at  about  6  billion  eggs  in  1980, 
around  8  percent  above  the  previous  year's  level.    This  increased 
production  has  resulted  in  substantial  purchases  under  the  Canadian 
Egg  Marketing  Agency  (CEMA)  surplus  removal  program,  whereby  CEMA  buys 
table  eggs  and  downgrades  them  for  sale  to  breakers  or  exporters. 

Imports  of  chicken  from  the  United  States  fell  during  1980,  reflecting 
abundant  Canadian  output,  the  narrowing  spread  between  U.S.  and 
Canadian  prices  and  the  reduced  buying  power  of  the  lower  valued 
Canadian  dollar.    Most  likely,  the  1980  global  import  quota  for 
chicken  of  A8.5  million  pounds  (22,000  metric  tons)  will  not  be 
filled.    During  January  1-September  20,  1980,  only  12,350  tons  of 
chicken  had  been  imported,  about  56  percent  of  the  quota.  Canadian 
turkey  imports  from  the  United  States  during  Janaury  1-September  20 
reached  1,2A1  tons  or  63  percent  of  the  1,940  tons  global  quota. 
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After  the  final  figures  are  tabulated,  Canada  is  expected  to  be  a  net 
exporter  of  eggs  in  1980.    Total  exports  are  estimated  at  lAA  million 
eggs,  of  which  about  llA  million  are  shell  eggs  shipped  primarily  to 
the  Middle  East.    Shell  egg  imports  from  the  United  States  in  1980 
(102  million  eggs)  are  expected  to  have  been  down  from  1979 's  levels 
because  of  Canada's  abundant  domestic  supplies. 


Japan.    Poultry  meat  production  in  1980  rose  3  percent  following  a 
gain  of  8  percent  in  1979.    The  forecast  of  an  increase  of  about  3 
percent  again  in  1981  indicates  that  the  weaker  economy  of  the  last  2 
years  has  held  down  the  rapid  year-to-year  growth  in  poultry 
production  apparent  in  most  years  since  the  early  1960 's.  Egg 
production,  which  increased  about  5  percent  in  1978  and  1  percent  in 
1979,  declined  less  than  1  percent  in  1980.    Production  is  expected  to 
be  near  the  year-earlier  level. 

Imports  of  poultry  meat  rose  from  62,000  tons  in  1978  to  72,300  tons 
in  1979,  a  gain  of  17  percent.    Imports  dropped  around  7  percent  in 
1980  because  of  heavy  pork  supplies,  but  should  return  to  the  1979 
level  in  1981.    Imports  of  eggs  in  1979  rose  substantially,  but  then 
declined  sharply  in  1980.    A  partial  recovery  is  foreseen  for  1981. 
In  1981,  consumption  of  poultry  meat  may  rise  around  3  percent,  while 
egg  consumption  remains  near  year-earlier  levels. 


Brazil.    Despite  a  squeeze  on  producer  income  from  rising  feed  costs 
and  lagging  domestic  retail  prices,  the  commercial  poultry  industry 
continued  its  dramatic  growth  last  year.    Broiler  production  rose  to 
1.3  million  tons,  28  percent  above  1979 's  levels  and  more  than  double 
production  in  1978.    While  1981  promises  additional  rises  in  input 
costs  for  producers,  the  forecast  for  broiler  meat  production  is  1.55 
million  tons,  nearly  20  percent  above  1980 's  record  level.    The  higher 
production  is  expected  to  go  into  both  domestic  consumption  and 
exports,  as  demand  in  these  areas  shows  signs  of  increased  strength. 
Earlier  concern  that  exports  might  be  dampened  somewhat  in  1981 
because  of  a  growing  saturation  of  traditional  markets  and  the 
conflict  in  the  Middle  East  has  now  turned  to  optimism.    Exports  of 
broiler  meat  are  now  forecast  to  reach  260,000  tons  in  1981,  up  95,000 
tons,  over  50  percent  from  1980 's  record  level.    While  the  Middle  East 
should  continue  to  be  their  largest  market,  Brazilian  exporters  have 
now  been  successful  in  gaining  access  to  Soviet  markets,  with  around 
20  percent  of  total  Brazilian  exports  expected  to  be  shipped  there  in 
1981. 


USSR.    Production  of  poultry  meat  on  Soviet  collective  and  state  farms 
during  the  first  11  months  of  1980  was  7  percent  above  that  in  the 
same  period  of  1979.    For  the  entire  year,  poultry  meat  output  is 
estimated  to  have  totaled  2.15  million  tons,  compared  with  2.02 
million  in  1979.    Poultry  inventories  on  collective  and  state  farms  as 
of  December  1,  1980  were  7  percent  over  the  year-earlier  level. 
Higher  inventories,  a  grain  harvest  that  was  poor  but  better  than  in 
1979,  and  apparent  continued  emphasis  on  poultry  output  suggest  that 
production  of  poultry  meat  in  1981  will  be  somewhat  higher  than  in 
1980. 
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Soviet  imports  of  poultry  meat  in  1980  were  roughly  the  same  as  the 
previous  year,  as  red  meats  accounted  for  the  overall  increase  in  1980 
meat  imports.    Almost  all  of  the  poultry  meat  imported  came  from  the 
EC  or  Eastern  Europe.    In  1981,  however,  the  first-ever  poultry 
shipments  from  Brazil  are  scheduled,  and  tighter  world  supplies  of  red 
meats  may  mean  a  significant  increase  in  Soviet  imports  of  poultry 
meat. 

Egg  production  on  collective  and  state  farms  for  the  first  11  months 
of  1980  was  5  percent  ahead  of  a  year  earlier.    For  the  year,  total 
production  reached  67.7  billion  eggs,  a  3  percent  gain  from  the  1979 
level.    In  1981,  a  larger  laying  flock  is  being  forecast,  which  will 
enable  the  Soviets  to  increase  egg  production  again.    However,  1981 
egg  imports  are  projected  to  surpass  the  767  million  brought  in  during 
1979  and  equal  or  exceed  the  estimate  of  around  800  million  in  1980. 
Finland,  Hungary  and  Bulgaria  should  account  for  most  of  Soviet  egg 
imports  this  year. 

Middle  East.    Although  most  of  the  Middle  Eastern  countries  are 
encouraging  increased  domestic  poultry  production,  demand  for  poultry 
imports  should  be  up  again  in  1981.    Saudi  Arabia  will  continue  as  the 
region's  leading  importer  of  poultry  meat,  and  Iraq,  North  Yemen,  and 
Egypt  are  also  expected  to  import  large  quantities. 

Brazil  and  France  will  remain  the  leading  suppliers  of  poultry  meat  to 
the  Middle  East,  but  substantial  quantities  will  come  from  other  EC 
countries  and  Eastern  Europe.    However,  increased  Soviet  poultry  meat 
imports,  Brazil's  new  role  as  a  supplier  of  the  USSR,  limited 
production  increases  in  Eastern  Europe,  and  the  lowering  of  EC  export 
subsidies  in  effect  prior  to  1980  together  may  provide  the  United 
States  with  excellent  opportunities  for  another  substantial  rise  in 
poultry  meat  exports  to  the  Middle  East  in  1981.    During  the  first  11 
months  of  1980,  U.S.  exports  of  poultry  meat  to  the  Middle  East 
(including  Egypt)  totaled  about  86,000  tons,  more  than  triple  amounts 
exported  to  that  area  for  the  comparable  months  of  1979. 


Other  countries.    Production  of  poultry  meat  in  Eastern  Europe  is 
forecast  to  increase  slightly  during  1981.    Hungary  will  continue  to 
be  one  of  the  world's  leading  exporters  of  poultry  meat  but  will 
probably  show  only  a  small  rise  in  exports  this  year.    Despite  serious 
feed  problems,  Poland  is  likely  to  maintain  or  even  slightly  increase 
its  production  of  poultry  meat  in  1981.    Most  East  European  poultry 
meat  exports  will  continue  to  go  to  the  Soviet  Union  or  the  Middle 
East. 

Romania,  a  consistent  exporter  of  poultry  meat,  actually  imported 
4,725  tons  from  the  United  States  and  2,500  tons  from  West  Germany 
during  the  first  11  months  of  1980.    Romania  will  probably  import 
poultry  meat  again  in  1981,  apparently  because  of  serious  domestic 
meat  shortages  and  a  desire  to  maintain  higher  value  exports  of  red 
meats. 
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Production  of  poultry  meat  for  the  non-EC  West  European  countries  has 
increased  slowly  over  the  past  3  years,  up  4  percent  from  1977  to 
1980.    Another  small  gain  of  1  percent  is  expected  for  1981.  This 
group  of  eight  nations,  including  Greece  (which  joined  the  EC  at  the 
beginning  of  1981),  accounts  for  nearly  6  percent  of  the  world's 
poultry  meat  production.    Spain,  the  group's  major  poultry  producer, 
makes  up  3  1/2  percent  of  total  world  output.    Broilers  are  Spain's 
most  import  poultry  meat  item,  accounting  for  9  out  of  every  10  pounds 
of  poultry  produced.    Switzerland,  Spain,  and  Austria  imported  7 
percent  of  the  1980  world  exports  of  poultry  meat  (mainly  broilers). 

Egg  production  for  these  eight  countries,  also  around  6  percent  of 
world  output,  has  remained  fairly  constant  since  1976  and  is  expected 
to  show  only  a  2  percent  gain  in  1981.    Spain  accounts  for  over  half 
of  egg  output  among  these  European  countries  and  became  a  significant 
egg  exporter  in  recent  years,  with  about  5  percent  of  world  egg 
exports  for  1980.

UP  45  PERCENT  IN  1980 


Exports  of  U.S.  poultry  products  set  another  record  in  1980  as  their  total 
value  reached  $569  million,  a  45  percent  increase  over  1979.    Poultry  meat 
accounted  for  71  percent  of  the  total  export  value,  eggs  were  20  percent,  and 
live  poultry  brought  in  9  percent.    Of  these  three  categories  of  exports,  eggs 
showed  the  largest  percentage  increase  in  value  over  1979,  57  percent,  while 
the  value  of  poultry  meat  exports  went  up  47  percent  and  live  poultry  rose  15 
percent. 

POULTRY  MEAT 

The  quantity  of  U.S.  poultry  meat  exports  in  1980  was  44  percent  higher  than 
in  1979.    Chicken  parts,  whole  broilers,  turkey  parts,  and  fowl  accounted  for 
90  percent  of  poultry  meat  exports. 

Chicken  parts  showed  a  27  percent  increase  in  export  volume  and  continued  as 
the  largest  single  category  of  poultry  meat  exports.    The  Far  East  and  the 
Caribbean  were  the  major  markets  for  U.S.  exports  of  chicken  parts  during 
1980,  and  the  leading  importers  were  Japan,  Hong  Kong,  Singapore,  Jamaica,  and 
the  Leeward-Windward  Islands.    Together  with  the  Canary  Islands,  these 
countries  received  74  percent  of  U.S.  exports  of  chicken  parts  during  1980. 
The  major  importers  in  the  Far  East  showed  the  largest  absolute  increases  in 
volume,  while  Egypt,  Saudi  Arabia,  and  Kuwait  had  large  percentage  increases 
over  year-earlier  levels. 


Whole  young  chickens  (broilers)  again  were  the  second  largest  category  of 
poultry  meat  exports,  showing  an  increase  of  64  percent  over  the  1979  volume. 
Iraq  and  Egypt  were  by  far  the  leading  importers  of  U.S  whole  broilers  during 
1980,  and  these  two  nations  together  with  Venezuela,  Saudi  Arabia,  Mexico,  and 
Romania  received  70  percent  of  U.S.  exports  of  whole  broilers.    Iraq,  Romania, 
and  Nicaragua  each  imported  a  substantial  quantity  of  U.S.  whole  broilers  in 
1980,  although  they  had  taken  none  during  1979.    Venezuela's  1980  imports  of 
U.S.  whole  broilers,  on  the  other  hand,  were  only  half  of  the  1979  level. 

Exports  of  U.S.  turkey  parts  in  1980  increased  66  percent  in  quantity  over  the 
1979  level,  making  this  the  third  largest  category  of  U.S.  poultry  meat 
exports.    Egypt  and  West  Germany  together  received  65  percent  of  U.S.  exports 


of  turkey  parts  in  1980.    Although  shipments  to  Egypt  showed  a  tremendous 
increase  over  the  1:7/9  level,  the  quantity  shipped  to  West  Germany  declined. 
U.S.  exports  of  turkey  parts  to  Nigeria  were  substantially  higher  in  1980, 
while  shipments  to  the  United  Kingdom  and  Togo  showed  smaller  increases. 

U.S.  exports  of  fowl  (older  chickens)  rose  60  percent  over  the  1979  level, 
with  Saudi  Arabia  importing  one-third  of  U.S.  exports  in  1980.    Saudi  Arabia, 
Canada,  Nigeria,  and  Venezuela  accounted  for  74  percent  of  U.S.  fowl  exports 
in  1980.    U.S.  shipments  of  fowl  to  Saudi  Arabia  and  Nigeria  showed  the 
largest  increases  during  1980,  while  exports  to  Japan,  Trinidad-Tobago,  and 
Hong  Kong  declined  significantly. 

EGGS 


Exports  of  shell  eggs  for  hatching  made  up  36  percent  of  the  value  of  U.S.  egg 
exports  in  1980,  ranking  first  among  the  egg  categories.  Hatching  eggs  showed 
increases  of  7  percent  in  value  and  9  percent  in  quantity  compared  with  the 
1979  levels.  The  leading  importers  of  U.S.  hatching  eggs  in  1980  were  Canada, 
Mexico,  Trinidad-Tobago,  Jamaica,  and  Argentina.  Although  shipments  of 
hatching  eggs  to  Canada,  Jamaica,  and  Trinidad-Tobago  were  lower  than  in  1979, 
exports  to  Mexico,  Argentina,  Austria,  and  Jordan  increased  substantially. 

U.S.  exports  of  table  eggs  (shell  eggs  not  used  for  hatching)  in  1980  showed 
the  largest  increase  in  value  and  quantity  of  any  egg  category  going  up  190 
percent  in  value  and  194  percent  in  quantity  over  1979  levels.    Most  of  this 
rise  was  due  to  increased  shipments  to  the  Middle  East,  which  accounted  for  68 
percent  of  all  U.S.  exports  of  table  eggs  in  1980.    The  leading  importers  were 
Iraq,  Saudi  Arabia,  Hong  Kong,  and  the  United  Arab  Emirates.    Most  of  the 
Middle  Eastern  countries  showed  huge  increases  in  the  number  of  U.S.  table 
eggs  imported  during  1980,  more  than  offsetting  declines  for  the  leading 
importers  of  1979--Hong  Kong,  Canada,  and  Mexico. 


LIVE  POULTRY 

U.S.  exports  of  live  poultry  during  1980  increased  15  percent  in  value  over 
the  1979  level.    Exports  of  baby  chicks  accounted  for  91  percent  of  the  value 
of  all  live  poultry  exports  during  1980.    Of  the  baby  chicks,  chicks  for 
breeding  accounted  for  85  percent  of  the  total  value,  although  exports  of  baby 
chicks  not  used  for  breeding  were  higher  in  quantity.    During  1980  the  leading 
importers  of  U.S.  baby  chicks  used  for  breeding  were  Canada,  Mexico,  Thailand, 
and  Japan.    Exports  to  many  countries  increased  significantly,  including 
shipments  to  Indonesia,  Brazil,  Mexico,  and  the  Caribbean.    The  major 
destinations  in  1980  for  U.S.  exports  of  baby  chicks  not  used  for  breeding 
were  Canada,  the  Bahamas,  the  Dominican  Republic,  and  Mexico. 


IMPORTS 

The  value  of  U.S.  imports  of  poultry  products  during  1980  was  15  percent  above 
the  1979  level.    However,  the  value  of  1980  imports  equaled  only  2  percent  of 
the  dollars  earned  by  U.S.  poultry  and  egg  exports  during  the  year.  The 
largest  share  of  the  value  of  1980  imports  was  accounted  for  by  eggs,  followed 
by  live  poultry.

FOUR  MAJOR  EXPORTERS  LED  TRADE  BOOM 
IN  POULTRY  MEAT  OVER  LAST  5  YEARS

The  years  from  1976  through  1980  were  marked  by  an  explosive  growth  in  the 
international  trade  in  poultry  meat.    The  four  major  exporters  of  poultry  meat 
during  this  period  were  the  United  States,  the  European  Community  (considered 
to  be  a  single  exporter  for  the  purposes  of  this  analysis),  Brazil,  and 
Hungary.    The  total  shipments  of  poultry  meat  by  these  four  exporters 
(excluding  intra-EC  trade)  rose  from  466,000  tons  in  1976  to  989,000  tons  in 
1980,  an  increase  of  112  percent. 

Over  the  period  1976-1980,  the  United  States  showed  steady  and  then  large 
increases  in  exports  of  total  poultry  meat  (though  in  3  of  those  5  years  it 
was  behind  the  EC  as  the  largest  exporter).    During  this  time,  about  75 
percent  of  U.S.  total  poultry  meat  exports  were  broilers,  while  turkey  and 
fowl  (older  chicken)  accounted  for  most  of  the  remainder.    Iraq  proved  to  be 
an  erratic  market  for  the  United  States,  but  over  the  1976-1980  period,  the 
Caribbean,  Japan,  and  Hong  Kong,  and  to  a  lesser  extent  the  EC,  remained 
consistent  importers  of  U.S.  poultry  meat.    In  1979,  the  United  States  began 
to  send  substantial  exports  to  the  Middle  East,  primarily  to  Egypt.  This 
continued  in  1980  with  high  export  levels  to  Egypt  and  Iraq.    During  the 
1976-1980  period,  U.S.  exports  of  poultry  meat  were  generally  more  evenly 
distributed  among  destinations  than  those  of  its  major  competitors. 

EC  poultry  meat  exports  also  increased  greatly  during  the  1976-1980  period. 
During  this  time,  about  96  percent  of  EC  total  poultry  meat  exports  were 
chicken  meat.    Official  EC  export  numbers  do  not  separate  chicken  meat 
according  to  broilers  and  fowl,  but  it  is  estimated  that  fowl  made  up  only  a 
very  small  percentage  of  total  chicken  meat  exports.    EC  poultry  meat  exports 
during  the  1976-1980  period  went  predominantly  to  the  Middle  East  and  the 
Soviet  Union,  although  the  EC  was  not  able  to  make  a  substantial  breakthrough 
into  the  Iraqi  market. 

Brazil  showed  phenomenal  growth  in  poultry  meat  exports  from  1976  to  1980,  and 
an  estimated  99  percent  of  these  exports  were  broiler  meat.    Brazilian  exports 
went  overwhelmingly  to  the  Middle  East  during  this  period,  although  in  1980 
Brazil  made  its  first  shipments  to  the  Soviet  Union.

Among  the  major  exporters,  Hungary  had  the  slowest  growth  in  poultry  meat 
exports  during  the  1975-1  980  period.    Because  Hungary  only  publishes  figures 
for  exports  of  total  poultry  meat,  it  is  difficult  to  identify  Hungarian 
exports  by  type  of  poultry.    However,  during  the  1976-1980  period,  it  is 
estimated  that  broilers  made  up  between  60  and  70  percent  of  Hungarian  total 
poultry  meat  exports.    Most  of  the  rest  of  these  exports  were  probably  ducks 
and  geese.    The  largest  market  for  Hungary  during  the  1976-1980  period  was  the 
Soviet  Union,  but  exports  to  the  EC  were  maintained  at  a  fairly  consistent 
level.    During  1979  and  1980,  increases  in  shipments  to  the  USSR  were 
accompanied  by  lower  exports  to  the  Middle  East. 

Figures  for  the  first  6  months  of  1981  show  that  the  United  States,  the  EC, 
and  Brazil  all  continued  to  expand  their  poultry  meat  exports  substantially 
during  that  period.    Hungarian  exports  during  the  January-June  period  of  1981, 
however,  were  approximately  consistent  with  levels  of  poultry  meat  exports 
during  1979  and  1980.

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World  production,  consumption,  and  trade  in  poultry  products  will  increase 
again  in  1982.     Rising  demand  around  the  world,  coupled  with  the  ability  and 
willingness  of  major  exporters  to  increase  production,   should  mean  that  many 
countries  will  export  or  import  record  levels  of  poultry  products  next  year. 
While  poultry  meat,  mostly  broilers,  will  again  dominate  international  poultry 
trade,  increasing  trade  in  eggs,  especially  table  eggs,  also  is  expected. 

Worldwide  production  of  both  poultry  meat  and  eggs  in  1982  is  forecast  to 
increase  about  2  percent  over  1981.     With  domestic  consumption  in  many  of  the 
leading  exporting  countries  likely  to  increase  significantly  less  than 
production,  export  availabilities  are  expected  to  rise.     At  the  same  time, 
demand  in  the  major  importing  countries  is  expected  to  continue  to  grow  faster 
than  production,   resulting  in  opportunities  for  unprecedented  levels  of  world 
trade  in  poultry  meat,  especially  chicken,  next  year. 

The  United  States  will  be  the  world's  leading  single-country  exporter  of 
poultry  meat  again  in  1982,  possibly  exporting  between  440,000  and  470,000 
tons,  an  increase  of  roughly  10  to  15  percent  from  1981.     The  major  U.S. 
markets  are  expected  to  be  the  Middle  East,  the  Far  East  and  the  Caribbean. 
As  in  the  past,  U.S.  poultry  meat  exports  will  probably  be  more  widely 
distributed  among  destinations  than  those  of  its  major  competitors.  While 
possibly  weaker  dollar  overseas  may  provide  the  United  States  with  an 
advantage  over  some  of  its  major  competitors  next  year,  U.S.  domestic 
production  and  prices,  especially  of  broilers,  will  be  important  in 
determining  the  level  of  U.S.  poultry  meat  exports  in  1982. 

In  1982,  competition  among  the  leading  exporters  is  expected  to  become  even 
fiercer.     The  major  U.S.  competitor  will  continue  to  be  the  European  Community 
(EC),  France  in  particular.     Other  EC  members  which  will  export  substantial

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quantities  of  poultry  to  non-EC  countries  are  the  Netherlands,  West  Germany, 
and  Denmark.     Other  major  competitors  the  United  States  will  face  for  poultry 
markets  in  1982  will  be  Brazil  and  Hungary. 

United  States 

Lower  feed  prices  should  lower  costs  for  most  U.S.  chicken  and  egg  producers 
in  1982,  but  turkey  producers  may  suffer  from  weaker  prices  as  a  result  of 
high  stocks.     A  sluggish  economy  and  large  supplies  of  competing  protein 
sources  will  keep  prices  fairly  weak  during  the  first  half  of  1982,  but  some 
improvement  in  demand  should  result  from  additional  tax  cuts  and  stronger 
economic  activity  in  the  second  half. 

Broiler  production  is  forecast  to  increase  by  only  2  percent  in  1982,  although 
second  half  chick  placements  may  be  influenced  by  the  number  of  hogs  farrowed 
in  the  spring.     Producers  are  now  slowing  the  increase  in  their  hatchery 
supply  flocks  in  response  to  the  negative  returns  which  have  prevailed  in  all 
but  one  quarter  of  the  past  two  years.     Broiler  output  for  1981  will  probably 
gain  6  percent  over  a  year  earlier  partially  as  a  result  of  producers 
anticipating  lower  pork  supplies  and  higher  hog  and  broiler  prices. 

Turkey  production  in  1982  is  expected  to  drop  about  6  percent  as  growers  react 
to  anticipated  weak  prices  in  the  first  half.     An  8-percent  fall  in  per  capita 
turkey  consumption  in  January-August  1981,   together  with  a  7-percent  increase 
in  production,   pushed  frozen  turkey  stocks  to  an  all-time  high.  Production 
for  all  of  1981  will  probably  rise  only  6-percent  as  producers  curbed  their 
earlier  expansionary  reaction  to  favorable  returns  in  the  second  half  of  1980. 

U.S.  egg  producers  experienced  poor  returns  in  1981  and  can  be  expected  to 
trim  1982  production  by  about  1  percent.     Egg  producers  have  reacted  to 
adverse  margins  by  reducing  the  number  of  replacement  pullets  added  to  their 
laying  flocks.     Producers  in  1981  have  force-molted  a  larger  percentage  of  the 
flock.     This  has  enabled  producers  to  maintain  output  by  keeping  their  hens  in 
production  longer. 

Trade  prospects,  however,   remain  bright  for  most  U.S.  poultry  and  egg 
products.     Total  poultry  meat  and  egg  exports  should  increase  again  in  1982  as 
the  Middle  East  and  Far  East  markets  continue  to  expand.     However,  a  strong 
dollar  and  increased  competition  from  subsidized  EC  and  Brazilian  exports 
could  limit  these  gains  again  in  1982.     U.S.  broiler  exports  should  rise  30 
percent  in  1981  on  the  strength  of  higher  shipments  of  whole  birds  to  Egypt 
and  Iraq  and  chicken  parts  to  Japan  and  Singapore.     Turkey  exports  will 
probably  be  20  percent  lower  in  1981,  primarily  due  to  lower  U.S.  shipments  to 
the  Federal  Republic  of  Germany  and  Egypt.     Egg  and  egg  product  exports  should 
jump  50  percent  in  1981  as  table  egg  shipments  to  the  Middle  East  and  egg 
product  shipments  to  Japan  continue  their  dramatic  growth.     In  part,  these 
gains  can  be  attributed  to  very  competitive  U.S.  prices,  higher  protein  diets 
made  possible  by  higher  incomes  (in  the  Middle  East),  and  greater  use  of  eggs 
in  the  processing  of  meat  and  fish  products  (in  Japan). 

European  Community 

Preliminary  estimates  indicate  that  EC  production  of  poultry  meat  will 
increase  4  percent  in  1981,  with  a  further  rise  of  3  percent  forecasted  for 
1982.     Egg  production  is  estimated  to  rise  only  1  percent  in  1981  and  be  near 
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year-earlier  levels  for  1982.     France,   the  largest  EC  producer  of  poultry  meat 
and  eggs,  is  expected  to  increase  production  more  than  other  EC  producers  in 
1981  and  1982.     France  produces  nearly  a  third  of  the  total  poultry  meat  and 
one-fifth  of  total  egg  production  in  the  EC.     Poultry  meat  and  egg  production 
are  estimated  to  increase  by  11  and  4  percent  in  1981,   respectively.  Further 
increases  are  likely  in  1982  but  at  a  slower  rate  for  poultry  meat  and  a  much 
slower  rate  for  eggs. 

In  1982,  France  is  expected  to  solidify  its  position  as  the  second-leading 
exporter  of  poultry  meat  in  the  world.     As  in  the  past,  almost  all  of  the 
growth  in  French  poultry  meat  exports  will  result  from  increases  in  shipments 
to  non-EC  countries.     Major  destinations  for  French  poultry  meat  exports,  most 
of  which  are  broilers,  will  continue  to  be  the  Middle  East,  especially  Saudi 
Arabia  and  North  Yemen,  and  the  Soviet  Union.     One  of  the  most  important 
variables  for  French  exporters  in  1982  may  be  the  extent  to  which  the  new 
Socialist  government  continues  the  elaborate  system  of  government  aid  to  the 
poultry  export  industry  in  the  form  of  regional  assistance  to  Brittany. 
French  poultry  meat  exports  to  non-EC  countries  in  1982  should  be  between 
320,000  and  350,000  tons,  an  increase  of  15  to  25  percent  over  1981  non-EC 
exports. 

Dutch  exports  of  poultry  meat  to  non-EC  countries  may  reach  the  100,000-ton 
level  in  1982,  with  major  markets  likely  to  be  the  Soviet  Union,   Iran,  and 
several  other  Middle  East  countries.     The  Dutch  are  expected  to  export  almost 
30  percent  of  their  total  poultry  meat  exports  to  countries  outside  the  EC,  a 
much  higher  percentage  than  in  past  years.     The  Netherlands  also  is  expected 
to  be  the  major  competitor  of  the  United  States  for  table  egg  export  markets 
again  in  1982.     The  largest  Dutch  markets  for  table  egg  exports  will  probably 
be  Algeria,   Iran,  and  several  other  Middle  Eastern  countries. 

West  Germany  is  expected  to  export  about  40,000  to  45,000  tons  of  poultry  meat 
to  non-EC  countries  in  1982,  with  its  major  non-EC  markets  once  again  being 
the  Middle  East  and  the  Soviet  Union.     West  German  poultry  producers  have 
recently  become  more  interested  in  exports  as  an  outlet  for  surplus 
production.     Denmark  will  likely  continue  to  export  in  the  range  of  30,000  to 
35,000  tons  of  poultry  meat  to  non-EC  countries  in  1982.     Most  of  these 
exports  will  probably  go  to  the  Middle  East,  especially  to  Kuwait  and  the 
United  Arab  Emirates.     In  addition,  other  EC  countries  will  be  exporting 
smaller  amounts  of  poultry  meat  to  non-EC  destinations. 

There  are  several  factors  which  will  have  an  important  effect  on  the  level  of 
EC  poultry  meat  exports  to  non-EC  countries  during  1982.     One  of  these  factors 
will  be  the  amount  of  the  EC  export  refund,  or  subsidy,  for  whole  chickens. 
This  subsidy  now  stands  at  about  7  cents  per  pound.     Conflicting  pressures 
within  the  EC  concerning  the  high  budget  expenditures  for  export  subsidies 
make  it  difficult  to  predict  what  the  EC  might  do  to  the  level  of  the  chicken 
export  subsidy  next  year. 

Another  important  factor  in  1982  will  be  the  effect  of  the  U.K.  ban  on  imports 
from  countries  which  vaccinate  against  Newcastle  disease.     If  this  ban 
continues  to  exclude  French  and  Dutch  poultry  meat  from  the  United  Kingdom 
throughout  1982,   there  will  be  a  definite  danger  that  exports  from  these 
countries,  as  well  as  from  other  EC  countries,  might  be  diverted  to  other 
markets  and  thus  endanger  existing  U.S.  market  shares. 
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In  another  matter,  if  the  EC  were  to  take  action  on  removing  the  duty-free 
status  of  imports  of  non-grain  feeds,  as  some  in  the  Community  are  strongly 
advocating,  EC  poultry  producers  would  probably  face  sharply  higher  feed  costs 
which  would  require  additional  subsidies  or  some  other  compensation  for  EC 
exporters  to  remain  at  the  same  competitive  level. 

The  EC  should  be  a  substantial  importer  of  poultry  meat  from  outside  the  EC 
again  in  1982.     The  largest  importer  of  poultry  meat  in  the  world  is  actually 
West  Germany,  but  most  of  its  imports  come  from  other  EC  countries, 
particularly  the  Netherlands.     In  1982  West  Germany  is  expected  to  import 
about  50,000  tons  of  the  65,000  to  70,000  tons  of  poultry  meat  imported  from 
outside  the  EC.     Most  EC  imports  will  come  from  the  United  States,  Hungary, 
and  other  East  European  countries.     The  most  critical  factor  affecting  EC 
imports  could  be  the  potential  diversion  of  French  and  Dutch  exports  from  the 
U.K.  market  to  other  EC  markets,  particularly  West  Germany,  as  a  result  of  the 
U.K.  Newcastle  ban. 

Brazil 

Brazil's  broiler  production  continues  to  expand  in  1981  with  output  forecasted 
at  1,325,000  tons,  up  6  percent  from  1980,  and  the  outlook  for  1982  is  for 
another  6-percent  increase.     Strong  export  demand  is  one  of  the  primary 
stimulants  for  the  industry  growth,  and  poultry  trade  during  1981  has  been 
brisk.     Exports  of  poultry  meat  for  1981  have  been  estimated  at  260,000  metric 
tons  (MT),  an  increase  of  54  percent  over  1980.     Preliminary  estimates  for 
1982  indicate  a  15  percent  expansion  to  300,000  tons. 

Several  factors  account  for  the  gain  in  exports  in  1981.     Brazil  has  a  subsidy 
program  for  all  poultry  products.     This  program  provides  subsidized  financing 
for  companies  which  process  poultry  for  export.     This  allows  Brazilian  poultry 
products  to  be  very  competitive  as  evidenced  by  the  Middle  East  where  Brazil 
enjoys  a  substantial  share  of  the  poultry  market.     In  1980,  86  percent  of 
Brazil's  poultry  shipments  went  to  the  Middle  East.     Saudi  Arabia  alone  in 
1980  imported  41,984  MT  or  25  percent  of  all  sales.     Another  major  importing 
country,   Iraq,   took  31,848  tons  in  1980.     For  the  first  6  months  of  1981, 
sales  of  poultry  products  to  Iraq  were  about  35,000  tons.     Brazilian  exports 
to  Egypt  reached  18,000  tons  during  the  first  6  months  of  1981. 

Brazil  also  has  begun  to  ship  significant  quantities  of  poultry  meat  to  the 
Soviet  Union.     In  1980,   Brazil  exported  7,150  MT,  or  4  percent  of  all  poultry 
sales  to  the  Soviet  Union,   but  in  the  first  6  months  of  1981  shipments 
increased  to  32,982  MT,  a  full  25  percent  of  Brazilian  exports  for  this  period. 

Middle  East 

In  the  Middle  East,  Saudi  Arabia  has  been,  and  will  remain  in  1982,   the  single 
largest  importer  of  poultry  meat.     Saudi  Arabian  imports  of  poultry  meat  in 
1982  will  likely  exceed  250,000  tons,  and  will  probably  be  supplied  by  at 
least  30  countries,  with  France  and  Brazil  getting  by  far  the  biggest  shares. 
However,   there  may  be  opportunities  for  sizable  increases  in  U.S.   shipments  of 
poultry  meat  to  Saudi  Arabia  next  year  as  a  result  of  rising  demand  and 
anticipated  lower  shipments  from  Hungary.     In  addition,   the  possibil|ity  of 
lower  available  supplies  from  France  because  of  French  exports  to  Iraq  and 
Iran  may  allow  increased  U.S.  shipments.     Saudi  imports  are  expected  to 
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increase  in  1982  despite  rapid  expansion  of  domestic  poultry  production,  which 
is  heavily  subsidized  by  the  government.     Saudi  production,  which  is  almost 
totally  dependent  on  imported  feed,  is  not  expected  to  reach  a  level  in  1982 
which  would  significantly  slow  the  demand  for  imports. 

The  pattern  of  Iraqi  imports  in  1982  will,   for  the  most  part,   be  determined  by 
the  awarding  of  the  Iraqi  tender  which  calls  for  130,000  tons  of  chicken  to  be 
delivered  January-December  1981  of  next  year.     Special  Iraqi  tenders  during 
1982  may  raise  the  import  total  above  the  130,000-ton  level,  although  an  end 
of  the  war  with  Iran  would  make  this  less  likely. 

Egypt  is  expected  to  increase  its  production  of  poultry  meat  about  5  percent 
next  year,   but  expansion  is  slow  because  of  a  heavy  reliance  on  imported 
feed.     Egypt  will  be  the  third-largest  importer  of  poultry  meat  in  the  Middle 
East  in  1982,  probably  bringing  in  about  90,000  to  100,000  tons.     Although  the 
United  States  is  expected  to  continue  as  the  major  supplier,  the  Egyptian 
market  is  likely  to  become  much  more  competitive  in  1982  as  Brazil  and  several 
EC  countries  strive  for  larger  market  shares. 

Several  other  Middle  Eastern  countries  will  import  substantial  quantities  of 
poultry  meat  in  1982,  particularly  North  Yemen,   the  United  Arab  Emirates,  and 
Kuwait.     Most  of  this  import  demand  will  be  covered  by  the  EC,  Brazil,  and  the 
United  States.     In  1981,   Iran  has  emerged  as  another  substantial  importer  of 
poultry  meat  in  the  Middle  East.     This  will  likely  continue  in  1982,  and  most 
Iranian  imports  will  probably  be  supplied  by  the  EC  countries,  particularly 
France  and  the  Netherlands.

Japan 

As  production  expenses  continue  to  escalate,  Japanese  poultry  and  egg 
producers  are  tending  to  limit  production  increases  in  order  to  keep  prices  up 
and  maintain  profitability.     The  increasing  gap  between  consumption  and 
production  is  being  filled  by  greater  imports. 
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Broiler  production  in  Japan  during  1981  will  fall  for  the  first  time  in  recent 
years.     Smaller  broiler  slaughter  numbers  and  lighter  finishing  weights,  held 
back  by  cold  winter  weather,  will  reduce  total  poultry  meat  production  this 
year  by  about  one-half  a  percent.     The  2-percent  increase  that  broiler 
producers  had  earlier  agreed  on  for  1981  should  be  attained  in  1982. 

Meanwhile,  imports  of  poultry  meat  are  expected  to  grow  30  percent  in  1981  and 
another  10  percent  in  1982,  as  less  expensive  imports  compete  favorably  in  the 
increasingly  Westernized  Japanese  diet.     The  majority  U.S.  share  of  these 
imports,  which  consists  mainly  of  chicken  legs,  has  benefited  from  a 
Multilateral  Trade  Negotiations  (MTN)  tariff  reduction  currently  being  put 
into  effect.     China  and  Thailand  also  are  shipping  sizable  amounts  to  this 
market.     However,  Japanese  poultry  meat  imports  in  1982  may  be  affected  by  the 
antibiotic  and  antibacterial  residue  (ABR)  testing  which  Japan's  Ministry  of 
Health  and  Welfare  began  conducting  on  imported  meats  and  poultry  in  October 
1981.     This  program  is  presently  planned  to  be  a  three-month  survey  of  ABR 
incidence,  but  frequent  or  large  positive  responses  could  cause  the  testing  to 
be  extended.     Japan  has  a  zero  tolerance  for  ABR  in  these  products  under  a 
1959  food  sanitation  law. 

Japanese  egg  production  will  fall  1  percent  in  1981  as  a  result  of  last  year's 
severe  winter,  a  relatively  widespread  incidence  of  respiratory  diseases,  and 
a  freeze  on  flock  sizes  to  limit  production  increases.     The  extension  of  the 
egg  production  adjustment  program  into  1982  should  keep  next  year's  output  at 
1981  levels.     Imports  of  eggs  and  egg  products  should  climb  almost  40  percent 
in  1981  due  to  higher  use  of  imported  frozen  whole  eggs  and  whites  as  binders 
for  reconstituted  steaks  and  fish  pastes.     Imports  of  all  egg  products  are 
expected  to  increase  an  additional  15  percent  in  1982. 

Hong  Kong 

Hong  Kong's  poultry  production  is  expected  to  equal  1981 's  level,  while  egg 
output  will  decline  more  than  1  percent  as  higher  feed  costs,  loss  of 
agricultural  land  to  urbanization,  and  increasing  competition  from  imports 
discourage  local  production.     The  increase  in  population  and  per  capita  income 
should  push  total  consumption  of  poultry  and  egg  products  above  1980  levels, 
with  the  increasing  deficit  between  production  and  consumption  to  be  made  up 
with  greater  imports. 

Hong  Kong  is  presently  dependent  on  imports  for  about  70  and  95  percent, 
respectively,  of  its  poultry  meat  and  egg  supplies.     In  a  market  where  fresh 
poultry  is  preferred,   the  People's  Republic  of  China  is  estimated  to  be  Hong 
Kong's  leading  poultry  meat  supplier  in  1981.     Hong  Kong's  1981  poultry  meat 
and  egg  imports  should  be  up  moderately. 

Soviet  Union 

In  the  Soviet  Union,  poultry  and  egg  production  in  1981  remain  the  top 
performers  in  the  livestock  and  poultry  sector.     Reported  production  of 
poultry  meat  on  Soviet  collective  and  state  farms  for  the  first  9  months  of 
1981  was  9  percent  over  the  same  period  of  1980,  while  egg  production  was  6 
percent  above  the  year-earlier  level.     Total  poultry  meat  production, 
including  the  private  sector,  in  1981  is  expected  to  be  about  2.3  million 
tons,  an  increase  of  9  percent  over  1980.     The  outlook  for  1982  is  for 
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continued  growth  but  at  a  reduced  rate.     Total  egg  production  in  1981  will 
likely  reach  70  billion  eggs,   3  percent  more  than  in  1980.     Further  growth  is 
expected  in  1982. 

Over  the  last  3  years,   the  Soviet  Union  has  become  one  of  the  world's  three 
largest  importers  of  poultry  meat,  and  it  should  remain  so  in  1982.  The 
continuing  stagnation  of  overall  Soviet  meat  production,  despite  increases  in 
poultry  output,  makes  it  likely  that  the  Soviets  will  import  at  least  200,000 
tons  of  poultry  meat  in  1982,  an  increase  of  about  25  percent  above  the  1980 
level  of  159,000  MT.     Hungary  will  be  the  primary  supplier  by  far,  but 
substantial  quantities  also  should  come  from  several  EC  countries, 
particularly  France,   the  Netherlands,  and  West  Germany.     Brazil  also  may 
continue  as  a  significant  supplier  of  the  Soviets  in  1982.     There  could  be 
opportunities  for  the  United  States  to  return  to  the  Soviet  market  next  year, 
especially  if  large  increases  in  EC  and  Brazilian  exports  to  the  Middle  East 
force  the  Soviets  to  look  for  other  suppliers. 

Venezuela 

Broiler  production  for  1981  is  being  estimated ^at  212,000  tons,  an  increase  of 
4  percent  from  the  previous  year.     Although  the  rate  of  increase  has  slowed 
from  the  23-percent  increase  of  1980,  the  poultry  sector  is  still  being 
stimulated  by  domestic  demand.     Poultry  is  the  most  inexpensive  meat  on  the 
market  and  a  comparatively  good  buy  considering  Venezuela's  current  high 
inflation  rate.     To  meet  this  growing  demand,  Venezuela  imported  14,000  MT  in 
1980  and  probably  will  import  up  to  20,000  tons  in  1981. 

Domestic  production  has  been  on  the  increase  to  help  offset  the  high  level  of 
imports.     However,  Venezuela  is  currently  experiencing  feed  problems  which  are 
hampering  expansion  efforts  in  the  poultry  industry.     Heavy  floods  have 
reduced  domestic  production  of  the  chief  feed  ingredients,  corn  and  sorghum, 
from  farms  to  markets  and  grain  imports  face  some  trade  barriers.  Poultry 
meat  production  in  1980  was  232,000  tons  and  should  reach  241,000  tons  in 
1981.     Projections  for  1982  are  for  250,000  tons,  a  4-percent  increase. 

Nearly  all  Venezuelan  poultry  imports  originate  in  the  United  States. 
Venezuela  has  become  accustomed  to  U.S.  grading  standards  and  quality,  and 
this  coupled  with  the  closeness  to  U.S.  poultry  markets,   results  in  not  much 
foreign  competition. 

Mexico 

Mexican  broiler  production  continued  to  show  strong  growth  in  1981  as  a  result 
of  sufficient  feed  supplies  and  a  high  demand  for  chicken  meat.  Production 
for  1981  is  forecast  to  be  10  percent  over  1980.     An  additional  increase  of  8 
percent  is  forecast  for  1982.     High  retail  beef  prices  have  helped  stimulate 
demand  for  broilers  as  well  as  for  eggs.     While  some  increase  in  poultry  meat 
production  have  occurred  to  meet  demand,  egg  output  has  been  rising  slower 
because  of  the  negative  influence  of  government-imposed  ceiling  prices.  Egg 
producers,  despite  tight  margins,  are  expected  to  show  production  increases  of 
3  percent  in  1981  and  5  percent  in  1982  over  year-earlier  levels.  Increases 
of  this  magnitude  do  not  appear  sufficient  to  keep  pace  with  potential 
demand.     Imports  may  be  required  in  late  1981  or  early  1982  to  meet  the 
possible  shortfall. 
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Canada 


Total  poultry  meat  production  in  1981  is  expected  to  be  down  from  the  530,000 
tons  of  a  year  ago.     This  production  adjustment  reflects  cutback  decisions 
made  earlier  this  year  by  the  Canadian  Chicken  Marketing  and  Turkey  Marketing 
agencies.     This  decision  also  reflects  the  relatively  high  carryover  stocks 
from  1980  resulting  from  strong  competition  from  low-priced  pork  at  the  retail 
level.     Poultry  consumption  is  expected  to  increase  in  1982  if  pork  prices 
increase  as  anticipated.     Canadian  import  potential  also  may  increase  rfith 
increased  demand,  but  only  as  relative  price  advantages  with  the  U.S.  market, 
the  only  foreign  supplier,  allow. 

Shell-egg  output  in  1981  is  expected  to  show  a  decline  relative  to 
year-earlier  levels  as  a  result  of  the  Canadian  Egg  Marketing  Agency's 
decision  to  reduce  egg  surpluses.     Egg  production  is  expected  to  recover  in 
1982  as  higher  prices  for  red  meats,  particularly  pork,  result  in  increased 
egg  demand.     Canadian  egg  exports  also  may  increase,  particularly  if  stock 
levels  begin  to  rise  above  normal  and  prices  become  attractive  to  outside 
purchasers . 

Eastern  Europe 

Production  of  poultry  meat  in  Eastern  Europe  is  expected  to  increase  slightly 
in  1981  to  2  million  tons,  with  only  a  slight  increase  forecasted  in  1982. 

Despite  serious  feed  problems  and  internal  disruptions,  Poland  (the  leading 
poultry  producer  in  Eastern  Europe)  is  likely  to  maintain  or  perhaps  slightly 
increase  its  production  of  poultry  meat  in  1981.     Production  is  expected  to  be 
about  448,000  tons.     Poultry  output  is  forecast  to  increase  slightly  in  1982. 

Romania  and  Hungary  both  are  estimated  to  have  higher  production  in  1981, 
probably  reaching  360,000  and  374,000  tons,   respectively.     Current  conditions 
Indicate  similar  output  levels  for  these  two  countries  in  1982. 

Hungary  will  continue  to  be  a  major  exporter  of  poultry  meat.     In  1981, 
Hungary  will  probably  export  about  145,000  tons  of  poultry  meat,  and  the  total 
for  1982  should  be  only  slightly  higher,  probably  about  150,000  tons.  In 
1982,  the  pattern  of  Hungarian  exports  should  be  somewhat  different  than  it 
has  been  in  previous  years,  when  the  Hungarians  sent  substantial  quantities 
not  only  to  the  Soviet  Union,  but  also  to  the  Middle  East  and  Western  Europe. 
In  1982,   Hungary  will  probably  send  about  100,000  tons  of  poultry  meat,  much 
higher  than  traditional  levels,   to  the  Soviet  Union.     As  a  result,  Hungary 
will  have  less  available  for  the  Middle  East  than  in  previous  years.  The 
Hungarians  are  expected  to  maintain  their  exports  of  poultry  meat,  primarily 
ducks  and  geese,  to  the  EC  and  non-EC  Western  Europe. 

Hungary  has  not  been  able  to  match  the  tremendous  expansion  in  poultry  meat 
exports  shown  by  the  United  States,   the  EC,  and  Brazil  because  of  limited 
investment  plans,  concerns  about  foreign  currency  expenditures,  and  the  need 
to  import  high-quality  feed,  especially  soybean  meal.     The  anticipated  small 
overall  increase  in  Hungarian  poultry  meat  exports,  as  well  as  the  shift 
towards  the  USSR  and  away  from  the  Middle  East,  probably  means  that  Hungary 
will  be  less  of  a  factor  in  direct  export  competition  with  the  United  States 
in  1982. 
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Non-EC  Western  Europe 


Production  of  poultry  meat  for  the  non-EC  West  European  countries  has 
increased  slowly  over  the  past  4  years,  up  10  percent  from  1977  to  1981. 
Another  gain  of  2  percent  is  expected  for  1982.     This  group  of  seven  nations 
accounts  for  5  percent  of  the  world's  poultry  meat  production.     Spain,  the 
group's  major  poultry  producer,  makes  up  nearly  4  percent  of  total  world 
output.     Egg  production  for  these  seven  countries,  also  around  5  percent  of 
the  world's  output,  has  remained  fairly  constant  since  1976  and  is  expected  to 
show  less  than  a  1  percent  gain  in  1982.
